n | Of nitrate of soda is from a desert in 
jthe province of Tarapaca in Peru. 
| This desert, about séveuty-five miles 
| north and south of lati- 


to 4,000 feet, and commences at about 


forty-five miles from the ocean, The 
nitrate of soda is found in greater or 
less quantities over an area of several 
hundred square miles of this desert. 
It rerely rains in this region and this 
part of the country is nearly destitute 
of water oear the surface. In addi- 
tion to nitrate of soda the earth of this 
desert contains chloride of sodium, 
borates of lime and soda, sulphates of 
lime and soda, and magnesia. Alum- 
ina and iodine always exist‘ with the 
nitrate of soda. The most extensive 
works on the desert are at the Pampa 
or Taramagal. The plain is supposed 
to have been at one time a sea lake. 
Ite western border for a width of 2,000 
feet is covered with salt. Still fur- 
ther west and adjoining the salt de- 
posit is found the caleche or rough ni- 
trate. The remains of many other 
lakes are also found on the desert with 
similar characteristics and with beds 
of nitrate of soda in similar positions. 
Mr. J. F. Flagg, a civii engineer, had 
charge of one of the most extensive 
works at Tatamagal for extracting ni- 
trate of soda, and appears to have 
studied the climate and geological 
formation of that part of Peru with 
much care and attention. A paper 
from him on the subject was read be- 
fore the American Institute and pub- 
lixhed in the American Chemist in 
1874. From the writings of Mr. 
Flagg and other travelers I learn that 
the caleche or rough nitrate is found 
beneath the surface‘at the places as I 
have stated, generally iu insulated 
masses. Sometimes it 1s found ata 
short distance beneath the surface, 
covered only by a few inches of sand, 
frequently at a greater depth and 
covered by a cap of hard earth and 
sand indurated with salt. The thick- 
ness of the nitrate is from one to ten 
feet, Dut does not average more thap 
three feet. Beneath the nitrate is a 
bed of soft sand containing an abun- 
dance of crystals of glauberite and | 
small quantities of borates of lime and | 


soda. | 

THE CALECHE 
Or earthy matter containing nitrate of | 
soda varies in quality trom nearly | 
pure common salt containing traces of | 
nitrate up to fifty and occasionally | 
sixty per cent. of nitrate of soda. The 
miner makes an excavation where he 
expects to find the nitrate, and, if suc- 
cessful, tunnels into the caleche and 
fills the hole with coarse gunpowder 
made on the spot, regulating the charge 
to the amount of earth he proposes to 
loosen. After the mass has been 
loosened and broken by the explosion | 
it is assorted and all of the caleche sup.- | 
posed to contain over ten per cent. is | 
conveyed to the works, where the salt | 
and other materials are separated from | 
the nitrate. The averaye cost of pro- | 
duction at the works in Taramagal in 
1874, including all expenses of min- 
ing, assorting, separating and prepar- 
ing for the market, was estimated at 
114 cents per pound. 

Thus far nitrate of soda has been 
found on the Humboldt desert, in the 
State of Nevada, at different points 
on the southwast side of the Sink of 
the Humboldt for a distance of twen- 
ty-five miles. The centre of the re- 
gion would be approximately oppo- 
site Brown’s Station on the Central 
Pacific railroad, latitude forty north, 
longitude 118.35 west, elevation 3,925 
feet. This region, from the descrip- 
tion, resembles the desert of Tar- 
apaca in Peru. Its immense beds of 
salt indicate that it was at one time 
below the ocean. In iggpre found also 
the borates and sulphates of lime and 
soda, magnesia and alumina. It is 
also practically a rainless region. A 
record of eight years shows that it re- 
ceives an average annual rainfall of 
but 4.16 inches. Its average summer 
temperature is 78° 8 Fahr. The dis- 
covery of nitrate of soda 1n this region 
of Nevada, where the condition of 
climate and geological formation so 
nearly resemble those of the deserts 
of Peru, seemed to be of such promis- 
ing commercial importance that in 
company with our fellow member, 
Mr. J. R. Scupham, and other gen- 
tlemen, I visited it a few weeks since 
for the purpose of learning the extent 
of these deposits. We were met at 
the station by Mr. Walter Schmidt, 
who stated that he had found it at 
different places in the desert and also 
With him we visited 
the hills and found the nitrate of soda 
as he had described it. On the south- 
eastern side of the Sink of the Hum- 
boldt is a range of trachyte moun- 
tains having an elevation above the 
water of the lake of about 1,200 teet. 
The general trend of these mountains 
for about twenty-five miles is north- 
east and southwest. Ths particular 


other than it is called a part of the 
west Humboldt range. A hill at the 
southwestern extremity of the range 
is of a marked red color and is called 
Nitre Hill. On the south side of the 
hill, about four hundred feet above 
the lake, we were shewn the nitrate 
of soda ingts matrix, if I may so de- 
scribe it. At this place the trachyte 
is much broken into irregular seams, 
and readily splits off into conchoidal 
flakes. 
IN THESE SEAMS 

and between these flakes the spaces are 
filled with nitrate of soda united with 


chloride of sodium. These seams, 
where we examined them, were from 
one eighth to half an inch wide. 
Several analyses showed from twenty 
to thirty per cent. of nitrate of soda, 
the remainder consisting principally 
of common salt. Appesrances seem- 
ed to show that the nitre and salt, 
from whatever scurce derived, formed 
on each surface in the seams, and 
grew by acoretion in crystalline form 
until the seam was filled. This was 
shown by the fact that in many Cases 
where the distances between the two 
surfaces of the rock were wider than 
usual a vacant place was left in the 
center of the nitrate. Mr. Schmidt 
stated that his observation had shown 
him that wherever these crevices were 
expos-d to the light rains of winter, 
the nitrate and salt were dissulved, 
but that the crevice was always filled 
up with the same material during the 
hot, dry weather of the next summer. 
I learn by letters that since we were 
at Nitre Hill further explorations 
show that the nitrate of soda in the 
same condition, is found throughout 
this range of mountains. Nitrate of 


soda has also been found by Mr. 


Schmidt and by Mr,George Lovelocks 
in the desert at distances more than 
twenty miles apart, a few feet below 
the surface, mixed with earth and 


| gravel in the form of caleche, and s0 


farasI am capable of determining 
identical with the caleche found in 
Peru excepting none has yet been 
found yielding so great a percentage 
of nitre. I present to the Academy 
samples of the trachyte rock,on which 
the nitrate of soda forms, also a speci- 
men of the crystallized nitrate found 
in the seains, and of the caleche, dug 
up in the desert, five miles from Nitre 
Hill. 

Before giving any theory of my own 
as to the places where miners should 
search fur nitrate of soda, with the 
hope of finding it in quality ana quan- 
tity that would pay for working inp 
competition to the cheap labor of 
Peru, it is but proper that I should 
state all I have been able to learn as 
to the manner in which nitre is 
formed. Henry Wurtz says: ‘The 
nitrate is found in nature; its only 
sources are engendered by processes 
which so far from being imitated by 
man, are not clearly understood and 
remain still in the present state of 
chemical science,subjects of investiga- 
tion and of controversy. No.practical 
mode of obtaining nitric acid from its 
elements, which are literally free as 
air, has as yet been discovered or is it 
even hinted at up to the present 
txme.” 

Dana says: “Nitre requires for its 
formation dry air and long periods 
without rain.” 

Boussingault announced that his ex- 
periments ‘‘had demonstrated that 
organic matters are indispensable to 
nitrification.” 

Schloessenger and Muntz three 
years since published the facts that 
their researches in nitrification ‘‘had 
resulted in the very important discov- 
ery of a nitrifying organism analogous 
to the ferment organism of yeast.” In 
their experiments ‘‘they found that 
nitrification, however active, is imme- 
diately stopped when chloroform is 
introduced, the effect being the same 
as when it comes in contact with 
yeast. They also found that nitrifi- 
cation after having been thus stopped 
for several weeks, the addition of a 
ainall quantity of a nitrifying body 
will start the process again. They 
also found that the temperature of 
builing water is sufficient to destroy 
all: powers of nitrification, and that 
soil that has once been heated to that 
puint produces, in air free from germs, 
carbonic acid and ammonia, © but no 
nitrates, If, however, the soil is 
moistened with water containing a 
little vatreated soil the production of 
nitric acid again commences,

range does not eppear to be named, | cription of the nitrate of sodium de- 


posits in the desert of Taramagal in 
Peru, adopts and endorses the theory 
of David Forbes Esq., published in 
the Quarterly Journal of the Geologi- 
cal Society of 1861. Mr. Flagg be- 
lieves the salts in general found at or 
near the surface to have been produced 
by the evaporation of the numerons 
lagoons left by the subsidence of the 
sea, the quantity of the salts in pro- 
portion to the bulk of water left by 
any One lagoon being accounted for 
by the occasional replenishing of the 
water from the sea for a longer or 
shorter period (as first by tbe recur- 
ence of every tide and afterwards by 
higher tides than ordinary) through 
breaks or lateral openings nearest the 
then coast. He then quotes from Mr. 
Forbes, who says: ‘‘All the data that 
I could obtain appeared to fully con- 
firm the lagoon hypothesis previously 
mentioned, and to prove that the ori- 
ginal constituents of these beds had 
been merely such salts as would result 
from tke evaporation of sea water. 
The nitrate of soda and some other 
associated compounds, are due to sub- 
sequent reactions and consequent de- 
compositions of the salt of the original 
deposit mainly produced by the agency 
of carbonate of lime and decomposing 
vegetable matter. The first step in 
the formation of nitrate of soda ap- 
pears to be the decomposition of the 
chloride of sodium or salt by carbon- 
ate of lime (in the form of shel!, sand 
etc.) with the production of chloride 
of calcium and carbonate of soda, both 
of which salts have been showr to be 
present in quantity in the soils of 
these nitrate grounds. The carbonate 
of soda thus eliminated, when in con- 
tact with the mixture of shell, sand 
and decomposing vegetable matter, 
which may be expected to result from 
the luxuriant vegetation around such 
a tropical swamp, and from the abun- 
dant marine plants in the lagoon itself, 
would realise the condition of the 
French artificial nitre beds, substi- 
tuting only carbonate of soda for the 
carbovate of potash there used. We 
may consequently, with a fairness, ex- 
pect a siwilar result in the production 
of nitrate of soda on a still larger 
scaie.” 

Not being a chemist I am not com- 
petent to pass upon these theories. 
From my observations at Nitrete Hill, 
where we found the nitrate of soda 
filling the seams and crevices of the 
trachyte, it is clear that it has there 
formed since the trachyte was broken 
into seams and fissures. If decayed 
organic matter is necessary for its 
formation from its constituents in the 
atmosphere this organic matter may 
have come from the annually decay- 
ing vegetation in the soil that covers 
these mountains, or from the lichens 
and fungoid growths on the surface of 
the rock in these fissures. If, as Mr. 
Schmidt states from his observation, 
the nitre where exposed to the wiuter 
rains is washed out but renewei again 
during the long dry season of the fol- 
lowing year, it would show that under 
favoring conditions 
ITS FORMATION IS COMPARATIVELY 

RAPID. 

None of the water courses of this 
region reach the ocean; all evaporate 
in the so-called sinks. The light win- 
ter rains that dissolve the nitrate must 
carry it in solution down to the desert, 
whery the water is evaporated. At 
certain places in the gravel beneath 
the sand the water will come in con- 
tact with decayed shells, which are 
found beneath the surface in nearly 
all parts of the desert, and also the de- 
cayed vegetable matter from plants 
that once grew on the spot, as well as 
from decayed vegetable matter annu: 
ally brought down by the Humboldt 
river. Here the process of formation 
may be renewed. Thus far the largest 
bodies of the caleche have been found 
beneath the surface in the desert, and 
itis probable that if ever found iu 
sufficient quantity and in sufficently 
large percentage to pay for working, 
the profitable deposits will be found 
on the deserts adjoining the salt de- 
posits. The slight explorations tiat 
have thus far been made convinced me 
that in the event of war or a large ad- 
vance in the present prices of nitre, 
sufficient cau be found in the Hum- 
boldt desert to supply all demand io 
the United States for many years. To 
compete with the established works 
and cheap labor of Peru and Chili, de- 
posits of caleche,containing a large per- 
centage of nitrate will have to be dis- 
covered at points where there are 
cheap facilities of transportation and 
where cheap fuel avd a supply of fresh 
water can be easily obtained. It 
is reported that nitrate of soda has 
also been found near the sink of the 
Carson river.

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FINE SCENERY. 


The Grand Rides Within Reach of Rene 
People. 


A fine mountain: ride of six miles is 
from Sierraville to Sierra City. The 
road crosses the head of the valley, 
and at Senator Turner’s strikes up a 
five-mile rise, through a magnificent 
body of timber. The lower hills are 
covered with fine yellow pines, many 
of them models of native grace. They 
rise tall arid straight, with smooth, 
clean bark and very thick and strong. 
At the heigth of 1,000 feet above the 
valley, the sugar pine and fir begin. 
There isa very abundant growth of 
sugar pine. The summit is 1,700 feet 
above the valley. On the western 
slope the timber is in strips on the 
aorth slopes and along the streams. 
Great bare or bush-covered mountains 
stick out of the earth, and the timber 
is of a poor quality of fir and yellow 
pine. The stretch of fourteen miles 
from Fowle’s to Bassett’s is without a 
ahouse. Mrs. Bassett’s is five miles 
from Sierra City, so she is not ina 
crowded neighborhood. She has a 
station on the road and sets a good 
table. A new house will be built 
next summer. There are some good 
prospects in the neighborhood. George 
Cutting has a claim a mile.or so up 
the road that is a placer and quartz 
mine combined. The face of tbe roek 
is covered with gravel that he is going 
to sluice off, and thinks he can make 
it pay. That will leave the ledge 
bare, and it is good rock. Gold Lake 
is over the hill from Bassett’s. It is 
in the midst of a cluster of lakes, Sal- 
mon, full of nice large trout, but no 
salmon; Sardine Lakes, Packer Lake, 
Deer Lake, etc. Gold Lake set every- 
body crazy in 1850. Some lunatic 
named Stoddard, said the shores were 
full of gold, and he got up a grand 
rush that lasted one summer. The 
prospectors found gold on Feather 
river, and since that quartz mies 
have been found near Gold Lake. 
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A MOUNTAIN TOWN.

Sierra City is small but compact. It 
has three stores, three hotels and 
twenty-three saloons. It nestles at 
the south foot of the Sierra Buttes, on 
the banks of the Yuba, “which is here 
as clear and bright as the Truckee. 
Its water has the greenish cast of 
Tahoe. The town is 4,550 feet high, 
and the Butte is 4650 feet higher. 
The Sierra Butte mine lies on the 
west fank of the Butte,and bas ao im- 
posing array of mills, buildings and 
Offices. The ore works about $7 50 
to the ton,and enough escapes to keep 
a string of arastras running nearly to 
the town. The mine is worked by 
tunnels, three in number, and the 
three mills stand at the mouths. They 
have ninety stamps. About 300 men 
employed, and the pay roll -makes 
$18,000 a month, which accounts for 
the twenty-three saloons. There has 
never been a bill unpaid or a man 
asked to wait for a dollar that wus 
due him, a thing that can be said of 
few mines in California. It is own- 
ed by the same company that owns 
the Plumas-Eureka. The mi!ls run 
by water. A new tunnel and mill are 
under way. Sierra City has A. O. U. 
Ws., Masons and Odd Fellows.
